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The Committee on Architecture presents the following critique of the Class “A” II Projet. Whereas the 
observer has referred to the different projets by name of their authors it is, of course, understood that the knowl- 


edge of authorship was only gained after the completion of the judgment.

CLASS “A” II PROJET CRITIQUE 
As indicated by the program, the principal problem presented for solution is the creation of an Arena of 
maximum size with the resulting requirement of adequate means of access and egress and the necessary proper 
control of the public at the entrances. The other elements of the problem are minor and, while essential, 


are subordinate to the above. 


The Jury recognized that the problem was a difficult one and that the number and large scale of the draw- 
ings required had curtailed the amount of time that could be given to the study of the problem, as well as to its 
presentation. None the less, the Jury was impressed with the considerable number of drawings of superior merit 
that were presented for judgment, and felt that a very interesting problem had been very profitably handled 


by the large number of students. 


This problem is particularly valuable in that it offers an opportunity for very frank expression in plan, ele- 
vation and section. The drawings to which medals were given, though of varying schemes, all had this quality. 


The drawing of Mr. G. W. Murison (University of Illinois), to which a First Medal was given, is par- 
ticularly frank in its solution. The plans are easily read, the elevation is patently the expression of the plan and 
the section straightforward and simple; the design as a whole good-looking and well composed. ‘There was some 
question as to the excellence of some of the seats in the lower tier and also of the sight line of certain seats in 
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the gallery, but, in the light of the perfectly frank expression and the excellent inter-relation of the drawings, 
this point was overlooked. Mr. Murison’s projet is a simple whole, frankly expressing the principal purpose of 
the building and takes full advantage of the possibilities of the site. 


In the other two First Medals, namely, those of Mr. D. B. Cathcart (Harvard University) and Mr. G. 
F. Harrell (Georgia School of Technology), another parti has been developed. In giving greater importance to 
the restaurant and foyer and by expressing these two services there results a less simple composition both in plan 
and elevation; equally frank and straightforward but less simple. In both of these projets the vertical and hori- 
zonal circulations are well considered and the incidental services are well placed, but the space actually devoted to 
the Arena on the site is forcedly cut down by reason of the fact that a greater importance is given to the res- 
taurant and foyer. The Jury, however, felt that both of these projets were of outstanding merit despite this loss. 


From the above critique of the three First Medals, it is possible to deduce the reasons that led the Jury to 
award second medals to sixteen other projets. 


The projet of Mr. A. S. Simon is very good, a simple straightforward solution taking full advantage of the 
site but somewhat inadequate in presentation and not absolutely fortunate in general form. 


The projet of Mr. C. P. Engelhardt is most carefully studied and elaborately presented. “The arrange- 
ment of the ramps is ingenious. The whole is perhaps too elaborate and finished, while the loss of space in the 
Arena seems unnecessary. 


The Jury liked the study made by Mr. C. DuBose. He frankly expresses his form in plan, section and 
elevation, but the result is in the last analysis not pleasing. In theory it is good, in practice it would not build 
well, and there are points in the plan arrangements which are difficult to understand. 


The projet of Mr. J. M. Blew is perhaps the simplest of its type. The two plans are admirably studied and 
simply and legibly indicated. 


Mr. F. J. Ferrucci has a very simple direct elevation but has, like several others, divided his plans in such 
a manner as to make difficult the reading of his meaning. This is unfortunate. It is ill-advised for a student to 
so present his drawings that the Jury cannot readily understand the intention of the author. This projet also car- 
ries with it the suggestion of some shops on the street level which, while possibly having some practical value, are 
not called for in the program. 


The projet of Mr. C. Savage is excellent. He takes full advantage of the lot, and the relation of the plans, 
elevations and section is well expressed. The Jury liked his idea of placing part of the ground floor circulation 
in an arcade at sidewalk level on the two side streets. 


The Jury thought that the projet of Mr. W. B. Sanders was rather the best of a poor parti. There were 
quite a number of other similar schemes in the exhibition. The Jury felt that the difficulty of getting the re- 
quired number of seats quite precluded the possibility of sacrificing one side, either in whole or in part. As to 
circulation and the placing of the other services called for, this projet is, however, very good. 


The comment of the Jury was favorable on the drawings in the exhibition taken as a whole. The students 
showed an understanding of the problem, the solutions in the main were essentially architectural, and the ex- 
teriors frankly represented the plans and sections, indicating that structure has not been overlooked. Many of 
the projets would have gained by a more simple presentation for, especially in plan, it is desirable to simply ex- 
press the design. Many of the facades lost by a too great brutality. It should be remembered that in the last 
analysis the beauty of a structure is a first consideration. The Jury is governed by composition, recognizing that 
taste is changeable, but feel, however, that many of these designs would gain by a greater refinement.

“AN ARENA IN A LARGE CITY” 


In one of the largest cities of the United States a 
group of wealthy citizens, actuated by civic pride, de- 
sire to erect an enclosed arena capable of accommodat- 
ing patriotic and civic gatherings, large concerts, and 
amusements such as rodeos, circuses, hockey matches 
and similar entertainments. The building is not entire- 
ly a commercial enterprise and should gratify the civic 
pride of its backers so far as compatible with the desire 
on their part to receive a small return on their 
investment. 

The property is a city block 260 feet facing a square 
by 380 feet with streets on the sides, and the building 
may either occupy all of the lot or be set back from the 
building line if the entire lot is not required. 

The seating around the arena must accommodate ap- 
proximately 16,000 people and the arena itself shall 
contain approximately 15,000 square feet. It should 
also be possible to convert the arena into a pool for use 
in summer. Every seat shall have an unobstructed view 
of the arena and the seats will be completely spanned 
by trusses exposed or furred in and plastered as de- 
sired. Ample skylighting should be provided; also the 
necessary score boards, announcer’s stations, micro- 
phones and amplifiers. Space for a band-stand shall be 
provided in the seating, and proper and ample entrance 
and egress facilities for audience and performers. 

In addition to the arena there shall be a foyer of 
approximately 4,000 square feet, possibly with some 
gallery space, where receptions may be held and which, 
when the arena is not in use, may be used for smaller 
gatherings or dancing. 

A restaurant shall also be provided with an area of 
about 3,000 square feet, one-third of which may be in 
balconies. Kitchens and pantries will require not less 
than 1,800 square feet and may be placed at the dis- 
cretion of the competitor. 

There shall be ample dressing-room and toilet space. 
for performers, cloak and toilet spaces for the audience, 
and also some space for small concessions such as 
candy, etc. 

The basement shall contain, besides the usual ele- 
ments, spaces for animals, etc., and shall be accessible 
by ramps both for performers and public. Also access 
from street to basement and arena for animals, etc. 

Levels and heights are at the discretion of the com- 
petitor, but proper study and provision for circulation 
about the arena and for entrance and egress for so large 
a throng are of primary importance. 

The main entrance may be either on one side or one 
end with secondary entrance and egress on at least one 
other face,

“A FIXTURE FOR LIGHT AND SOUND” 


Large indoor arenas of the nature of the Madison 
Square Gardens of New York and Boston, are used 
for a multiplicity of entertainments requiring various 
sorts of illumination as well as amplification and pro- 
jection of sound. The design of a central fixture to 
incorporate the illumination and sound projection under 
the varying conditions of dances, hockey games, prize 
fights, etc., is the subject of this program. 

It is required: Firstly, that the arena shall be illu- 
minated by direct light, projected so as to shield the 
eyes of the spectators seated beyond the arena; secondly, 
that an intense light may be projected on a boxing ring 
placed immediately in the center of the arena; and 
thirdly, that decorative lighting effects may be obtained 
during dance entertainments. Further, the fixture shall 
incorporate twenty-four 30-inch horns arranged in two 
levels one above the other for the projecting of an- 
nouncements during the progress of games or fights, or 
for the reproduction of music. 

The underside of the trusses is 95 feet clear height, 
and the trusses span laterally 200 feet. The size, shape 
and material of the fixture is left to the imagination of 
the student, but it is suggested that the design should 
emphasize simplicity and efficiency to properly suit its 
surroundings.

“A MASTABA TOMB” 


The mastaba tomb was a development of the primi- 
tive mound over the grave. The earliest examples were 
sun-dried brick structures of the First and Second 
Dynasties; but in the Third Dynasty there arose rec- 
tangular flat-roofed mastabas with battered walls and 
white limestone finish laid in dry ashlar. 


Such a tomb, similar to the famous mastaba of Pi at 
Sakkareh, is the subject of this program. “The tomb 
does not rise more than 12 feet above the sands of the 
Sahara and measures 30 feet by 100 feet at the base, 
the longest dimension running north and south. The 
entrance is placed on the East side and is sometimes 
marked by a portico supported on free-standing rec- 
tangular pillars. The mastaba generally contains two or 
three chambers (one), a hall highly decorated with re- 
liefs depicting scenes of the life of the king or noble- 
man there buried, and connecting with a passage to 
(two), the offering chamber. The third chamber with- 
out access from the exterior contains a statue of the 
deceased, so that in the event of mutilation of his re- 
mains, his soul may return and inhabit his image. 

The tomb proper rests on the solid rock of the plateau 
beneath, into which a vertical shaft, 50 to 100 feet, 
has been cut. This shaft is carried through the core of 
the mastaba, but its opening is concealed and in no 
way connects with any of the chambers.

“DECORATION FOR A TRIPTYCH” 


At the end of a small school chapel located six feet 
above the floor is a triptych. The problem is to design 
in full color three related panels of which the theme 
shall be the first seven verses of Chapter XII of the 
Biblical Book of Ecclesiastes. These seven verses are as 
follows: 

1. Remember now thy Creator in the days of thy 

youth, while the evil days come not, nor the years 

draw nigh, when thou shalt say, I have no pleasure 
in them; 

2. While the sun, or the light, or the moon, or the 

stars, be not darkened, nor the clouds return after 

the rain: 

3. In the day when the keepers of the house shall 

tremble, and the strong men shall bow themselves, 

and the grinders cease because they are few, and 
those that look out of the windows be darkened, 

4. And the doors shall be shut in the streets, when 

the sound of the grinding is low, and he shall rise up 

at the voice of the bird, and all the daughters of 
music shall be brought low; 

5. Also when they shall be afraid of that which is 

high, and fears shall be in the way, and the almond 

tree shall flourish, and the grasshopper shall be a 

burden, and desire shall fail; because man goeth to 

his long home, and the mourners go about the streets, 

6. Or ever the silver cord be loosed, or the golden 

bowl be broken, or the pitcher be broken at the foun- 

tain, or the wheel broken at the cistern. 

7. Then shall the dust return to the earth as it was; 

and the spirit shall return unto God who gave it. 

The size and position of these panels as indicated in 
the print must be adhered to and as a part of each 
panel a painted tablet should be incorporated quoting 
such portion of the verses referred to above as the panel 
typifies,
